High-tech water meters ready to saturate Pelham

The town this week sent out 
1,500 pamphlets to alert home- 
owners about plans to replace 
the town’s 3,100 water meters. 
The $800,000 project begins next 
Monday. 

Pelham’s meter-reading 
system is moving from notes on 


cards to high-tech drive-by radio 
transmission readings. 

The change will eliminate the 
process of visually reading 
meters, recording results, pre¬ 
paring bills and sending them 
out as much as a month later to 
a process that will take only 
days, said treasurer Cari Pupo.

“We will also make cold-calls when 
we are in an area,” he said. 

Neptune installers wear uniforms, 
carry identification and drive vehicles 
with the company’s name, he said. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn called the 
estimated four-month project by the 
contractor “a bold step to complete 
the project as quickly as possible.” 

He said new meters will provide a 
more accurate system that will alert 
users to problems almost immedi¬ 
ately. Water bills are now sent out 
every four months, which could make 
it that long for a homeowner to dis¬ 
cover a leaky toilet that is unnecessar¬ 
ily running up a bill, he said. 

“I’ve had that experience.” 

With the new meters, monitoring by 
town staff could lead to unusual usage 
being detected sooner and allow the 
town to alert the homeowner. 

The meters record 96 days of hourly 
consumption data and can be read 
from as far as 3.2 km away. The town 
will shorten its billing period to two 
months from four. 

The new meters have a tampering 
alert on them, said Neptune territory 
manager David Iacocca, 

The town will install the meters on 
fire hydrants to measure flow of water 
during fire calls and regular flushing 
of the water system.

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Chance to sound off 


Y ou can sound off on the town’s 
proposed noise control bylaw at 
a public meeting at 7 p.m. on 
Monday, April 26. 

Town staff have prepared a bylaw to 
control noise based on time when 
noise is made rather than intensity of 
noise based on measurement. 

Generally it tries to limit noise in 
residential areas after 11 p.m and 
before 7 a.m. on weekdays and 9 a.m. 
on Sundays and holidays. If you’re a 
do-it-yourselfer, snowmobiler, ATV 
driver or someone who comutes and 
has to clear the driveway of snow 
before 7, you may question the bylaw. 

Some do. Town councillors and staff 
have fielded objections, some rather 
passionate. Staff set up the meeting 
on a suggestion from town council¬ 
lors. They felt the public should have 
a forum to comment. Staff are asking 
for the public meeting, put your pas¬ 
sions in your pocket, have a copy of 
your presentation available for the 
clerk and limit comments to 10 min¬ 
utes. A copy of the draft bylaw is on 
the town’s website: www.pelham.ca. 
The meeting will be held at Pelham 
Fire Station No. 1 in Fonthill. 

The next day, April 27, a two-session 
open house is on a wider subject, the 
town’s proposed new Official Plan. 
They will be held at the fire station at 
2 p.m. and 6 p.m. It’s an overview of 
the town’s future for new and areas of 
no development. The Official Plan, a 
draft of which is on the website, is the 
basic guide the town will follow. 

Pelham’s Official Plan has taken a 
few years to come together. It was 
buffeted by planning changes from 
the province such as greenbelt legisla¬ 
tion and policy statements. It faced 
shifts in die region’s planning direc¬ 
tions. Finally, it had push and shove 
from Pelham groups and individuals. 
Now you have a chance to look.

Scrapping the long-gun registry 


D uring the last session of 
Parliament, my col¬ 
league, MP Candice Hoeppner, 
introduced a Private Member’s 
Bill to scrap the decade-old 
Canadian long-gun registry. 

Hoeppner’s bill is entitled 
Bill C-391, An Act to amend the 
Criminal Code and the Fire¬ 
arms Act (repeal of long-gun 
registry). 

I would first like to make it 
clear that I am opposed to the 
gun registry, and aim to con¬ 



tinue my support for 
Hoeppner’s bill in the House of 
Commons. 

I hope to see this bill pass 
through the legislative process 
as speedily as possible, so that 
we can finally see an end to the 


long-gun registry in Canada. 

The long-gun registry was 
originally budgeted to cost 
Canadians $2-million, but 
since its conception the price 
tag has spiraled out of control 
to an estimated $2-billion over 
a decade later. Both Hoeppner 
and I recognize that the reason 
the long-gun registry has 
become such a failure for 
Canadians is because it targets 
the wrong people.

Housing sales show improvement 


H omebuyers are scour¬ 
ing the market trying to 
find elusive bargains even 
though demand for all types of 
properties is on the rise and 
inventory levels are at an all 
time low. 

The market logic of under 
supply combined with strong 
demand continued to propel 
our local average housing price 
upward throughout the first 
quarter of 2010. 

According to MLS statistics 
there were 51 sales of single 
family homes in Pelham during 
the first quarter of this year— 
a staggering 89% increase over 
the doldrums experienced 
during January to March 2009 
when only 27 transactions 
were recorded. 

The current sales level is also 
28% ahead of the 2006-2008 
average of 40 unit sales in the 
first quarter. 

The current 12 month aver¬ 
age price in Pelham now 
stands at $312,274 just a few 
dollars shy of the quarterly

peak level of $312,314 recorded 
at year end 2007. 

The current figure represents 
a 5.2% increase over the first 
quarter 2009 total of $296,284 
and is the highest level ever 
recorded in any previous first 
quarter in Pelham. 

Perhaps the best indicator of 
the current health of the resale 
housing market is the statistics 
relating to the average time on 



the market for homes that have 
sold. 

During the first quarter of 
2009 it took an average of 117 
days on the market for a home 

The figure for January - 
March 2010 dropped to an 
average of 82 days. In 2008 the 
average time on the market 

It is important to keep short 
term market comparison sta¬ 
tistics in prospective. 

Yes we have experienced sig¬ 
nificant improvement over last 
year but this hardly surprising 
given the time of economic 
crisis that we are comparing to. 

Homes are still taking 11 
days longer on average to sell 
than they were two years ago. 
The market is moving steadily 
along - but much more like the 
tortoise than the proverbial

Good news 
on the Kame 

We heard some good news lately 
about the Area of Natural and Scien¬ 
tific Interest (ANSI) on the Fonthill 
Kame. 

As you will recall, that The Fonthill 
Kame Delta is our rare, 75-metre-tall 
landmark that was formed by retreat¬ 
ing glaciers 13,000 years ago. It’s 6 
kilometre long and 3 kilometre wide - 
nearly 1000 hectares - and boasts the 
highest point in the Niagara Region 
and the headwaters of the Twelve Mile 
Creek.

Microclimatic conditions create an 
ideal atmosphere for tender fruit pro¬ 
duction on “the Kame” including 
peaches, sweet and sour cherries, 
apples and pears. 

The Fonthill Kame was originally 
identified in 1980 as a provincially sig¬ 
nificant area and became an Area of 
Natural and Scientific Interest (ANSI) 
in 1983. This ANSI designation 
restricts development for reasons of 
heritage, science or education. 

Last May, however, the Ontario 
Ministry of Natural Resources (MNR) 
recommended making changes to the 
ANSI, significantly reducing its area. 

While a new area to the south side 
of the Kame (near Hillside Cemetery) 
would be added to the ANSI, other 
changes would significantly reduce 
the protected area. In fact, only small 
portions of the main components of 
the Kame Delta complex would be 
included and the landform as a whole 
would no longer be protected. 

The area that the MNR proposed to 
remove from the ANSI encompasses 
much of what is called the Upper Ter¬ 
race. The Upper Terrace to be 
removed stretches from across from 
E.L. Crossley High School, past Effing¬ 
ham, to Lookout Street and lies 
between Tice Road and Highway 20. 
This area is the most vulnerable to 
development pressure. 

But, since last May, Niagara 
Regional Council, the Niagara Escarp¬ 
ment Commission, the Niagara Pen¬ 
insula Conservation Authority, more 
than a dozen Pelham citizens, Town of 
Pelham Council, and Tim Hudak, 

MPR have publicly recommended 
that the current ANSI be maintained.

After quickly getting everything 
back on track, club members were 
able to let visitors get back to watch¬

“We hold open houses a few times 
a year to show our hobby to inter¬ 
ested people. There are a lot of fami¬ 
lies that come through here,” club 
member Dave Stremlaw said. 

“There are a lot of families that 
come through here.” 

Stremlaw said children are fasci¬ 
nated by the scale-model locomo¬ 
tives and railroad cars. 

While people watch the trains, the 
tracks they travel on lead through 
many different scenes and are con¬ 
nected around the entire building.

Form builds voters list

WAINFLEET — A very 
important form — the Munici¬ 
pal Enumeration Form — will 
arrive in the mailboxes of some 
residents across Niagara in the 
next couple of weeks. 

The forms are being mailed 
to specific households where 
Municipal Property Assess¬ 
ment Corp. (MPAC) needs to 
confirm or update occupant 
information currently on file, 
says Wainfleet’s election co¬ 
ordinator Laurie DayboU and 
Penny Christie MPAC’s munici¬ 
pal relations representative for 
Niagara. 

The two say if the forms 
aren’t filled out and sent back 
by June 1, a person may not 
end up on the preliminary list 
of voters for the October 
municipal election. 

And if a person is not on the 
list, they won’t get a voter’s card 
and may not know where to go 

“It’s really important people 
fill the information out and 
send it back,” says Dayboll. 

MPAC compiles preliminary 
voters lists for municipalities 
based on information collected 
from the municipal election 
form and other data, like deeds 
from the registry office when a 
person buys a home. 

What MPAC and municipali¬ 
ties are experiencing is citizen¬ 
ship information not being 
included. Without the citizen¬ 
ship status, a person does not 
end up on the preliminary 
voters list sent out. 

“It’s crucial we have the 
information,” says Christie. 

When someone purchases a 
home, she says MPAC doesn’t 
know citizenship status, so by 
default the person ends up as 
having unconfirmed citizen¬ 
ship. 

MPAC automatically sends 
out a questionnaire for those 
people to fill out so the missing 
information can be added in 
and voters lists 

can be kept up to date. 


Pelham’s new town clerk 
Nancy Bozzato said the town 
sent out 800 letters before the 
2006 civic election to confirm 
citizenships. This time MPAC’s 
form will do the same, so 
returning the form is impor- 

The town’s voters list is 
expected to be ready by the 
beginning of September, said 
Bozzato. Town staff will 
encourage people to check it 
through the town’s website or 
by visiting town hall and at a 
booth at the Pelham Farmers 
Market. 

“The market worked well for 
us during the last election,” 
said the former deputy clerk. 
She became clerk April 1 fol¬ 
lowing the retirement of town 
clerk Cheryl Miclette. 

Bozzato said the town has 
dedicated three pages in the 
town’s brochure to election 
preparations, expanded refer¬ 
ences on its website and will 
provide regular election 
updates. 

Dayboll says when Wainfleet 
reviewed its list, it found a 
number of people with uncon¬ 
firmed citizenship. 

“There are a lot of reasons 
why it happens. When MPAC 
goes to the national registry of 
electors, it has to cross refer¬ 
ence every field, including 
things like name, date or birth 
and address.” 

She says with Wainfleet’s 
unique address system, which 
is soon to change, information 
may not come up. If a person 
hasn’t had any changes in their 
circumstances over the years 
their information may have 
never changed. 

The township is trying to 
correct the unconfirmed citi¬ 
zenship problem by putting up 
posters and sending out letters. 

“Often the return on notices 
sent to people is not 100%. We 
just want to remind people on 
how important it is this time,” 
says Dayboll. 

Christie agreed with Dayboll, 
saying people sometimes see 
the notices and forget to fill 
them out or toss them in the 
gar¬ 


bage. 

“When you get the notice, 
make sure you tick off the box 
for citizenship, sign the form 
and send it back,” says Dayboll. 

The forms come with self- 
addressed return envelopes. 

“The forms should be going 
out from now until about mid- 
April, maybe the beginning of 
May at the latest,” says Chris- 

She’s urging people to make 
sure everything is correct on 
the forms, to make any neces¬ 
sary changes and to mail them 
back by June 1 so the voters 
lists can be compiled for 
municipalities. 

Ashley Grigg, Port Colbome’s 
clerk, says the lakeside city 
encourages people to fill out 
the forms when they arrive in 
the mail this month. 

Grigg says the city has fol¬ 
lowed Wainfleet’s example and 
is sending out letters to resi¬ 
dents with unconfirmed citi¬ 
zenship. The letter explains 
why MPAC is collecting the 
information. 

“We’re considering sending a 
second letter out as follow up," 
she says. Dayboll says people 
shouldn’t consider the letters 
as challenges to their citizen¬ 
ship or their right to vote. 

“We just need to have up to 
date information.” 

Those who miss the MPAC 
form can still vote in the elec¬ 
tion, says Dayboll and Christie.

Town council 


wants province 
to pay its share 
to equip hospitals

PELHAM - Town councillors want the province to tally 
up for medical equipment in local hospitals. 

Ward 2 Coun. Dave Emmons and Ward 3 Coun. Peter 
Papp put a motion before council last week calling on the 
province to match capital funds raised locally from munic¬ 
ipalities, organizations and individuals. 

“The province’s hospitals are chronically under-funded 
to the point where all their equipment requirements cur¬ 
rently have to be acquired through their local foundations, 
related non-profit agencies, special events and the com¬ 
munity’s generosity either collectively or individually,” 
they said in the motion. 

Many municipalities regularly contribute to hospitals for 
the purpose “of purchasing this necessary and needed 
equipment,” they said. 

Emmons said the annual debate of sending funds to the 
Welland Hospital Foundation is “an ongoing thing.” 

He wants the provincial government “to live up to the 
funding” it requires with its hospital decisions. 

For the past two years, Pelham has contributed $20,000 
from its annual surplus to the Welland Hospital Founda¬ 
tion. 

Six years before that it filled a $20,000 a year pledge. 

Papp said in the past the province regularly gave 50% to 
100% of funds for equipment in hospitals but that has 

"It has fallen into the hands of local foundations and 
fund raising groups,” he said. 

“We’re not talking about money for wheelchairs but 
funds for major lifesaving equipment,” he said. 

The pressure on foundations are enormous to buy new 
equipment and maintain that which is there, Papp said. 

“No one can truly understand how fragile this is.” 

Ward 2 Coun. Sharon Cook said she fully supported this 
resolution. 

“I just wish it came forward six months ago before the 
province passed its budget.” 

At least will get them thinking about what they need to 
do next, she said. 

Hospitals are already short of wheelchairs, she said 
echoing Papp’s comment. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn pointed out the province is 
already matching contributions in other areas. 

Donations to college and university scholarships are 
matched by the province, he said. 

“Niagara college will hold a sea food gala to raise money 
the province will match,” he said. 

If the province can do it for education it can do it for 
hospitals, he said.

Haist St. reconstruction project starts in May

PELHAM - By early May work will begin 
on the second stage of the Haist St. recon¬ 
struction. 

Town council Tuesday accepted a $5 mil¬ 
lion tender from Provincial Construction of 
Niagara Falls for Phase 11. 

It was the lowest of 10 bids for the project 
ranging up to $5.98 million. 

Community and infrastructure services 
director Kelly Walsh said the work is 
expected to begin May 1 and continue for 
140 working days. 

“That should take us into November,” he 


said. 

The number of bids with a 20% differ¬ 
ence is typical on a project of this scale, he 
told town council’s general committee. 

The work will be done in sections with 
the road closed during work hours but one 
lane will be open at the end of each work 

“We will use moving road closures,” Kelly 

His department will post weekly updates 
on the town’s website indicating which 
zone will closed as the project proceeds. 

Ward 2 Coun. Sharon Cook said she was 
pleased to see the work moving forward 
quickly. 

"People living along Haist St. have been 


in a state of upheaval since the project 
began last year,” she said. 

“Let’s get it done and get out of their 

In answer to a question from Ward 3 
Coun. John Durley, who fielded calls and 
e-mails during the first stage of reconstruc¬ 
tion, Walsh said an emergency line is avail¬ 
able by calling the town’s line 905-892-2607 
and pressing No. 7 if something comes up 
after work for the day has ended. 

Work under this contract will include: 

• replacement of 2,440 metres of cast 
iron watermain to address water quality 
and watermain issues; 

• construction of 1,860 metres of storm 
sewers to improve drainage; 


• construction of 3,500 metres of new 
sidewalk; 

• reconstruction of 1,900 metres of road 
and sub-grade; 

• construction of four traffic-calming 
devices to reduce speeding; 

• construction of a pedestrian traffic 
signal at A.K. Wigg Public School. 

Aecom will see its engineering agree¬ 
ment extended for $218,350 to cover engi¬ 
neering services during the project. 

The Haist St. project will be completed in 
2011 with the planting of new trees and 
landscaping, said Walsh.
